G.S.R. 851(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Central Ex¬ 
cise Rules, 1944, read with sub-section (3) of section 
3 of the Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of Spe¬ 
cial Importance) Act, 1957 (58 of 1957), the Cent¬ 
ral Government, being satisfied that it is necessary in 
the public interest so to do, hereby exempt excisable 
goods when brought into Madras Export Processing 
£one, being a free trade zone (hereinafter referred 
to as the Zone) from the factories of their manufac¬ 
ture or warehouses situated in other parts of India for 
use by the industries located in the Zone for the pro¬ 
duction of goods or in connection with production of 
goods intended solely for export from the whole 
of :— 

(i) the duty of excise leviable thereon under 
section 3 of the Central Excises and Suit 
Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), and 

(ii) the additional duty of excise: leviable thereon 
under section 3 of the Additional Dulies of 
Excise (Goods of Special Importance) Act, 
1957 (58 of 1957), 

subject to the folowing conditions, namely :— 

(a) the consignee is authorised to establish 
manufacturing unit or units in the Zone; 

(b) the consignee brings the excisable good-* 
directly from the factory of manufacture or 
warehouse; 

(c) the entire excisable goods so brought arc 
used by or on behalf of the consignee in the 
Zone, for the production of goods or in con¬ 
nection with the production of goods solely 
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meant for export and all such goods are 
exported; and 

(d) the procedure set out in the Appendix to 
this notification is followed in the Zone. 

2. Notwithstanding anything contained in this noti¬ 
fication the goods produced or manufacture in the 
Zone may be cleared for home consumption outside 
the Zone in such quantity and subject to such limita¬ 
tions and conditions as may be specified by the Deve¬ 
lopment Commissioner of the Zone (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the Development Commisioner), on pay¬ 
ment of duty of excise leviable on such goods under 
section 3 of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 
(1 of 1944). 

3. For the pin-pose of this notification, the “Madras 
Export Processing Zone” shall comprise the places 
bearing the survey numbers and enclosed by the 
bouadurcs specified in the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Finance 
(Department of Revenue) No. 236/85-Central 
Excises, dated 15th November, 1985. 

APPENDIX 

Procedure to regulate ‘inbond’ movement of duty 
free excisable goods for use in the Zone, 

Application for obtaining duty free goods by plot 
bolder at Madras Export processing Zone. 

(a) Any person intending to obtain duty free goods 
for use by him in his factory or warehouse situated 
in the Zone shall make an application in writing to 
the Development Commissioner in proper form to be 
prescribed by the Development Commissioner, stating

therein the annual quantity ot the excisable goods re¬ 
quired and the purpose for and the manner in which 
buen goods are intended to be used and declaring that 
the good s will be used for such purpose and in such 
manner only. The Development Commissioner or any 
officer duly authorised by him may grant the applica¬ 
tion after causing such inquiries to be made as he may 
deem fit and the applicant shall then enter into a 
bond m the iorm given in Annexure Di to D4 below 
with such surety or sufficient security, in such amount 
and under such conditions as the Development Comis- 
aioner may approve. The Development Commissioner 
may, however, allow the annual quantity of excisable 
goods to be brought as furnished by the manufacturer 
or puch quantity as the Development Commissioner 
may extend on a request to that etfect. The concession 
shall expire on the 31st December every year, but 
may be reviewed if the Development Commissioner or 
a duly authorised officer sees no reason to the coun- 
trary : 

Provided that, in the event of death, insolvancy or 
insufficiency of the surety, or where the amount of 
the bond is inadequate, the Development Coinmis- 
lioner or his duly authorised officer may, in his dis¬ 
cretion, demand a fresh bond, and may, if the secu¬ 
rity furnished for a bond is not adequate, demand ad¬ 
ditional security. 

After the grant of the application and execution of 
bond by the applicant, the security officer will issue a 
certificate, in the form given in Annexure E below 
certifying that ; 

(i) the applicant ix a bonafide plot holder of 
the Zone; 

(ii) has executed a bond in the form given in 
Annexjuxe Dl to D4 below with the Zone 
authorities showing the number and parti¬ 
culars of the bond; and 

(iii) that the specimen signatures of the autho¬ 
rised agent of the importer furnished on the 
body of the certificate is genuine and he 
would attest it. The certificate will be sent 
by the security officer under registered post 
(acknowledgement due) to the factory or 
warehouse from which the goods are to be 
obtained. A copy of the certificate will 
also be sent by the security officer to the 
Superintendent of Central Excise in char ere 
of the range under which the factory or 
warehouse, from where the goods are to be 
received, falls; 

Removal of goods to Madras Export Processing Zone, 

(b) On receipt of the aforesaid certificate the fac¬ 
tory or warehouse (consignor) from where the goods 
have to be removed shall prepare an application in 
the form given in Annexure A below, in quadrupli¬ 
cate for removal of non-duty paid goods from one 
warehouse to another mentioning clearlv the number 
and date of the bond in Annexure Dl to D4 as per 
the certificate issued by the Securitv Officer of the 
Zone. Removal Application in Anneveure A below 
must be seriallv numbered. The serial No, should be 
according to the financial year. The Serial No, Must 
be noted on all the copies, Whenever any removal 
application has to be cited in the course of corres¬ 
pondence, the name of the factory or warehouse, the 
serial number and date of Annexure A below should 
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always be quoted as reference. The consignor shall, 
however, intimate to the proper office about the re¬ 
moval of goods at least 12 hours before such removal 
is expected to take place. 

Marking of the Packages 

(c) Packages to be marked and address to be noted 
in the application. 

Ihe factory or warehouse of removal (consignors) 
must :— 

(i) ensure the packages bear proper mm king 
and number; 

(ii) ensure that all copies of Annexure A below 
are prominently marked “Intended tor use 
in Madras Export Proccsing Zone*'; 

fiii) give the full address of the factory or ware¬ 
house of removal as well as of the Superin¬ 
tendent of Central Excise incharge of the 
range under which the factory or warehouse 
falls and the Central Excise Collectorate to 
which it is attached- 

Whenever any of these addresses is used for despatch 
ing purposes, care must be taken by the despatching 
factory or warehouse to see that the full address of 
the Superintendent of Central Excise incharge of the 
range including the names of the district is properly 
reproduced. 

Preparation of Gate Pass 

(d) The consignor shall also prepare a gate pass in 
Form G.P.2 in Appendix Z to the Central Excise 
Rules, 1944 in respect of the goods proposed to be 
removed from his Warehouse and will thereafter clear 
the goods on his own without any verification by any 
Central Excise Officer. 

Disposal of documents in Annexure—A and Gate 

Pass 

(e) The consignor shall send the original and tri¬ 
plicate copy of Annexure A below and original copy 
of the gate pass alongwith the consignment to the con¬ 
signee. The duplicate copy of Annexure A below will 
be sent by the Consignor to the Development Com¬ 
missioner, The quadruplicate copy of Annexure A. 
below alongwith a copy of the gate pass will be sent 
by the consignor to the officer-in-charge of his factory 
or warehouse within 24 hours of the removal of the 
consignment in question. The said officer in charge 
shall maintain an account of all such removal in An¬ 
nexure B below. 

Action at destination.

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No. 238185-CENTRAL EXCISES 

G.S.R. 852(E).—In exercise or the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Central Excise 
Rules, 1944, read with sub-section (3) of section 
3 of the Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of spe¬ 
cial Importance) Act, 1957 (58 of 1957), the 
Central Government, being satisfied that it is neces¬ 
sary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts 
excisable goods when brought into FALTA Export 
Processing Zone being a free ttade zone (hereinafter 
referred to as the Zone) from the factories of their 
manufacture or warehouses situated in other*parts of 
India for use by the industries located in the Zone 
for the production of goods or in connection with 
production of goods intended solely for export from 
the whole of— 

(i) the duty of excise leviable thereon under 
section 3 of the Central Excises and Salt 
Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), and 

(ii) the additional duty of excise leviable the- 
reon under section 3 of the Additional 
Duties of Excise (Goods of Special Impor¬ 
tance) Act, 1957 (58 of 1957), 

subject to the following conditions, namely:— 

(a) the consignee is authorised to establish 
manufacturing unit or units in the Zone; 

(b) the consignee brings the excisable goods 
directly from the factory of manufacture 
or warehouse; 

(c) the entire excisable goods so brought are 
used by or on behalf of the consignee in 
the Zone for the production of goods or 
in connection with the production of goods 
solely meant for export and all such goods 
are exported; and 

(d) the procedure set out in the Appendix to 
this notification is followed in the Zone. 


APPENDIX

Application for obtaining duty free goods by plot 
Holders at Ealta Export Processing Zone, 

(a) Any person intending to obtain duty free 
goods tor use by him m Ins factory or warehouse 
situated in tne Zone snail mate an application in 
writing to the Development Commissioner m proper 
form to be prescribed by the Development Commis¬ 
sioner, stating therein the annual quantity ol the 
cxcLsaole goous required and the purpose tor and the 
manner in which such goods are intended to be used 
and declaring that the goods will be used for r such 
purpose ana in such manner only. The Develop¬ 
ment Commissioner or any officer duly authorised 
by him may grant the application after causing such 
inquiries to be made as he may deem fit and the 
applicant shall then enter into a bond in the form 
given in Annexurc D1 to D4 below with such 
surety or sufficient security, in such amount and 
under such conditions as the Development Commis¬ 
sioner may approve. The Development Commis¬ 
sioner may, however, allow the annual quantity of 
excisable goods to be brought as furnished by the 
manufacturer or such quantity as the Development 
Commissioner may extend on a request to that effect. 
The concession shall expire on the 31st December 
every year, but may be reviewed if the Development 
Commissioner or a duly authorised officer sees no 
reason to the contrary : 

Provided that, in the event of death, insolvancy 
or insufficiency of the surety, or where the amount 
of the bond is inadequate, the Development Com¬ 
missioner or Jus duly authorised officer, may, jn 
his discretion, demand a fresh bond, and may, if 
the security furnished for a bond is not adequate, 
demand additional security. 

After the grant of the application and execution of 
bond by the applicant, the security officer will issue 
a certificate, in the form giving in Anncxure E below 
certifying that;

Preparation of Gate Pass 

(d) The consignor shall also prepare a gate pass 
in form G.P. 2 in Appendix Z to the Central Excise 
Rules, 1944 in respect of the goods proposed to be 
removed from his warehouse and will thereafter clear 
the goods on his own without any verification by any 
Central Excise Officer, 

Disposal of documents in Annexure A and Gate Pass 

(e) The consignor shall send the original and tri¬ 
plicate copy of Annexure A below and oriental copv 
of the gate pass alongwith the consignment to the 
consignee. The duplicate copy of Annexure A be¬ 
low will be sent bv the consignor to the Development 
Commissioner. The quiulaipEcaie copv -of Anne¬ 
xure A below alongwkh a copv o 1 .' thy gate pass will 
be sent by the consignor to the officer-in-charge of 
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his factory or warehouse within 24 hours of the re¬ 
moval of the consignment in question.

Action at destination 

(f) On receipt of the duplicate copy in the Zone's 
Administrative Office, it must immediately be enter¬ 
ed in the “Record of Receipts in bond" given in 
Annexure C below and forwarded the same day to 
the Security Officer. The entries in this record should 
be varified against relative entries of the 
Record of Raw Materials prescribed by Development 
Commissioner. 

Responsibility for further accounting 

(g) After delivery of the non-duty paid excisable 
goods from a manufacturer in the rest of India to 
the Plot-holder in the Zone, proper accounting 
of these goods will be the responsibility of the Zone 
authorities. 

Examination of the consignment on receipt 

(h) (1) The consignee must give intimation of
